The reports to fir received indicate 
a light vote in the Sltte Monday and 
a reduced majority for the Democratic 
ticket. Tho latest indications are 
that Buckner'a majority will not ex 
ceed 20,000, though It will be aeveral 
days before the full returns are In. 

According to tho Courier- Journal 
the returns from OC counties show 
a Democratic loss of 7,710. The same 
ratio in the other counties would 
make tho majority 21,989. The labor 
aud prohibition tlckcta received a 
small vole,thoughcach party captured 
two or three Itopresentatives. The 
liopublicans will have about 20 mem 
bora of the Legislature and the Dem- 
ocrats about 110, from tho present In- 
dications. 

SCAT1KH1NG NOTES. 
H. Y. Thomas, Dein., waa defeated 
in Muhleiiburg by Clancy, Itep., by 
600 votes. 

II. B. Klnaolvtafc Dam, came with- 
in 9 votes of being beaten by Win. 
Milligan, Hep., in Ohio counly. 

The Hepublicans so far as heard 
from, lose a Ktsprestulativu iu Hop- 
kins, Trigg, Ix>gau and LouUvillu 
aud gain one in Adair, Lincoln, Flem- 
ing, Miihlcuberg and Boyle. The Pro- 
hibitionists elect ono In Mercer and 
the Labor men one in Campbell aud 
two in Kenton. 

Smith, the Hcpublicau candidate in 
llaucock drew otl Sunday and Dun- 
cm, Dein., was elected over lllark, 
Pro., by 75 majority. 



The Eleotlon. 
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(ictioral Apathy, that enemy to 
Democratic majorities, got hi his 
best work in this couuty Monday. 
The Hepublicans were also allected 
with tho same disorder, but (hey did 
such effective work iu the cily, by re- 
sorting to their usual methods of in- 
fluencing, voters that they succeeded 
in increasing their msjority 150 votes 
iu the couuly. The total Hcpublicau 
vote was 1,GM, a loss of 174 from the 
ltlalne vote, and the Democratic vote 
waa 1,698, a loss of 303. It will there- 
fore be teen that the Increased ma- 
jority was uot due to a large vote, 
but to the apathy of Democrata who 
did uot go the polls. In thecity there 
was absolutely uo work doue by 
Democrats for their ticket, with a 
few exceptions. The poliliciana and 
Democratic office-holders refrained 
from worklug at the polls and 200 
Democrats iu the city did not rote 
Tho Republican office-holders and 
other party leaders wore hard at work 
all day and succeeded iu increasing 
their majority 2b' rotes in the two 
precincts. They experienced great 
difficulty, however, in gottlng out 
tho vote until a barrel waa tapped In 
the rear of the court house. Whisky 
flowed freely all the afternoon aud 
by night a large proportion of the 
faithful were too drunk to feel the 
earthquake a few hums later. A 
drunken negro waa stretched out iu 
tho porch of the court house Tuesday 
morning, having fallen gallantly 
lighting for the cauae he loved. The 
vote iu the country, especially in the 
Democratic precincts, was very light 
aud as might have beeu expected the 
whole Democratic ticket fell 1,000 
votes short or the vote given Grace 
last year. As for Mr. Young, he 
mads a better race than any other 
man on the ticket, getting 51 more 
votes than Buckner. Apathy, treach- 
ery, mendacity, booze and boodle all 
contributed to his defeat, but iu spile 
of the fierce fight made upon him by 
the whisky men, he received more 
than enough votes from the Labor 
parly lo make up his losses from his 
own parly. The whisky Democrats 
nearly all voted for Luusford, claim 
ing that they had hla pledge to re 
en limit the prohibition queation. On 
the other hand the Prohibition He- 
publicans were run in early aud 
voted for him, claimiug that they had 
positive assurances that he would let 
the present law alone. 

One of the novel features of the 
electiou was to see colored men vot- 
ing against the Republican ticket. 
Quite a number of them voted the 
Union Labor ticket straight. 

The Republicans are much elated 
over the result In the couuty, but the 
victory they have wou la not the re- 
sult of party gains, but of Democrat- 
ic indifference. Thero Is at least one 
lessou they have had an opportunity 
lo learn by the electiou. The colored 
brother, although he may not choose 
to be a Democrat, ia getting tired of 
being a republicau and will be hard- 
er to control iu the future than over 
before. What this may lead to 
however, a subject of speculation ; but 
to sum up (he results of the late un- 
pleasantness, we find that Christian 
it atill a Republicau county and there 
is alao a rumor that the Dutch have 
taken Holland. 



UNION LABOR VOTK. 

Cardln for Governor received the 
following vote: llopkinsvillo No 1, 
28 ; No. 2, 10 ; Pembroke, 1 ;New»tead, 
3; Croflon, 70; Wilson, 3; Krult Hill, 
5; Ml. Veruou, 2. Total in county, 
130. The vote for the oilier candi- 
dates on the ticket was Brad burn 186, 
McMurtry 137, Smith 130, McBeath 
137, Henry 153. Col. Cauo Henry 
ran 23 voles ahead of hla ticket, re- 
ceiving 7 extra votes iu Hopkinsville, 
1 at Bennettstown, 2 at Belloviow, 2 
at Beverley, 3 at Casky, 3 at Fruit 
Hill, 1 at Croftou, 1 at Barker s aud 4 
at Newstead. 

THE I'ROIIiniTION VOTK. 

The vote for Fox was only 101 and 
he ran 21 votos ahead of his ticket. 
Ilia strength was divided as follows : 
Hopkinsville No. 1, 13; No 2, 13; 
Casky, 1 ; Pembroke, 21 ; Barker's, 15 ; 
Longriew, 1; Garrcttsburg, 1 ; La- 
fayette, 5; Bciinettatowii, 9; (Tnloa 
School Houae, 1; Newstead, 4; Bev- 
erley, 2 ; Crofton, 1 ; Stuart, 2 ; Fruit 
Hill, 3 ; Mt. Vernon, 2 ; Fairvicw No. 

The 
vole for the oilier nominees was Gor- 
don 80, Harrla, Henderson and Dycua

The total vote for Governor was : 
Bradley 2,646, Buckner 1,698, Cardln 
130, Fox 101. Grand total 4,575. For 
Senator 4,426 votes were polled, 
showing that 149 voters did not ex- 
press a choice between Young and 
Luusford.

THE SITUATION. 

The fact is, that, with the exception 
of some twenty millions deposited by 
the Treasury with National Banks, 
there Is now "locked up," out of use 
aud drawing no interest, In the United 
States Treasury, the vast sum of 
nearly ($340,000,000.) three hundred 
and forty million dollars. 

One hundred millions of this vast 
sum the Treasury is obliged to keep 
under tho laws as a reserve againsl 
United Slates notes. 

Upwards of another hundred mil- 
lions or this vast sum is retained to 
redeem the notes of National Banks 
failed or retiring circulation. 

There la no law requiring the 
Treasary lo keep this sum locked up 
It Is only required to redeem the notes 
as presented.

Dio Oblo Valley Railroad, starting 
at 1 1 en, I e inn n on the Obio I liver, ex- 
tends In a southwesterly course, 
through Hie heart of the rich county 
of Union to Dekoven, thence due 
south through C'ritleuden counly, and 
lefleclt in a southeasterly direction 
to rrinceton, to which point ill con- 
ttructlon it now provided for. It 
traverses ono of Iho fineat coal flolda 
in the State for fifty miles, along ev- 
ery mile of which are rich deposits of 
coal large enough to furnish fuel for 
every household and manufactory in 
Keniiicky. It patset through tome 
at the bett wheat, corn, atock, tobac- 
co and timber lands in the State, and 
hat every possible attu ranee of a 
large and profitable local traffic In a 
virgin ditlrict now lying remote from 
any railway connection. 

At Princeton it will connect with 
the great Chesapeake ft Ohio road,

An Earthquake Shock. 

The moat distiuct earthquake shock 
felt in lloplciniville for many yeara 
occurred at 12:37 A. M. Tuesday. 
Those who happened to bs awake at 
that hour atato that the shock wst 
preceded by a rumbling tound like 
thst made by a train of ears. The 
light sleepers were all awakened by 
the first movement of the quake. The 
Kentuckiaw man wat arouted by it 
and distinctly felt two or three wave 
like motions following the first. The 
house, a brick building on a substan- 
tial stone foundation, rocked like a 
boaton rough waterandthe wlndowa 
rattled and boltlca and artlclea of 
bric-a-brac were almost shaken 
from the mantel. The Kentuckian's 
conscience waa clear and there was 
nothing terrorizing about the tremb 
ling of tho earth. It rather had a 
aootbing effect and aftertectiring the 
data for making a news item he re- 
sumed hia slumbers. Next morning 
the quake wat Ihe subject of general 
discussion. A few heavy aleepert 
wero not arouted and were regret 
ting that they had mined the perfor- 
mance. CitUent who slept In the 
upper stories of brick houses felt it 
most distinctly. Iu tome Inttancet 
ladlet were badly frightened and 
staid awake most of the night expect- 
ing a recurrence of the shock. It 
wat alaodiitlnctly felt throughout the 
turroundlng country. The negroot 
were filled with terror in tome placet 
and believed the day of judgment 
had come. Tho ahock wat from 
southwest to northeast, as well at 
could bo judged by t hone not ft miliar 
with such experieucet, and lasted 
seven or eight aecondt. Xo damage 
wat done anywhere.

The shock waa felt at St. Loula at 
12:30 and at Loultvllle at 12:38 and 
laated eight seconds. 

At Naahville at 12:37, laatlng aix 
aecoods. Fourteen vlbrMions from 
North to South were felt 

It waa also felt at Clarksville.Tulla- 
hoins. Franklin, Gallatin, Murfrces 
boro,ColntnblaaiidJackson,Tenn.,aud 
Olatgow, Eddy ville, Hutiellville and 
Elicabethtown, Ky. Dispatches from 
southern and central Illinois report 
tho shock at 12:40. At 1 1 tints ville, 
Ala , it was felt at 12:30. The area 
of the ahock covered northern Ala 
batna,Tonnettee, Kentucky, Missouri, 
and parta of Illlnola and Indiana and ' s.t.
